Committee of Thirteen Submits Re- 
port to the Convention Which Is 
Adopted Amid Great En- 
thusiasm—Up to the 
Operators Now. 


Scranton, Pa., October 1°.—The: anthra- 
cite coal miners now on strike, after a 


two days’ convention, late this afternoon | 


decided to accept the 10 per cent net in- 
crease In Wages offered by the mine own- 
ers providing they will continue the pay- 
ment of the advance until next April and 
will abolish the sliding scale. If the op- 
erators consider the proposition unac- 
ceptable, the miners are willing to arbi- 
trate the questions at issue. Thev also 
decided to continue the strike until the 
operators agree to the convention's prop- 
Osition. The resolution is as follows: 

We, your committee, respectfully 
submit the following preamble and 
resolutions for your consideration: 

Whereas, The anthracite coal op- 
erators have posted notices offering 
an advance of 10 per cent over wages 
formerly paid, and have signified their 
Willingness to adjust other = griev- 
ances with their own employees; and, 

Whereas, They have failed to speci- 
fy the length of time this advance 
will remain in force, and have also 
failed to abolish the sliding scale 
method of determining wages, we 
would recommend: 

That this convention accept an ad- 
vance of 10 per cent, providing the op- 
erators will continue its payment un- 
til April 1, 1901, and will abolish the 
sliding scale in the Lehigh and 
Schuylkill regions; the scale of wages 
in the two last named districts to re- 
main stationary at 10 per cent above 
the present basis price; and that the 
companies will agree to adjust other 
grievances complained of with com- 
mittees of their own employees. 

Should this proposition be unac- 
ceptable to the operators we recom- 
mend that the convention propose 
that all questions at issue be submit- 
ted to a fair and impartial board of 
arbitration. 

We would further recommend that 
under no circumstances whatever 
should there be.a resumption of work 
at any of the collieries until the opera- 
tors signify their acceptance of this 
ge er and you are notified of- 

claly that the strike is ended@ and 
all return to work in a body on the 

ame day. 


Judging by the unanimity of the min- 
ers in adopting the resolution and by 
the determined stand taken by the op- 
erators, it is generally believed that a 
long contest between*the strikers and 
mine owners is not unlikely. There was 
great enthusiasm in the convention when 
the counter proposition to the operators 
was carried, and three cheers were given 
for President Mitchell. The resolutions 
were drafted by a committee of thirtee4, 
appointed at the morning session, of 
which the national president was chair- 
man. 

Mr. Mitchell, in an interview with a 
representative of the Associated Press, 
on the outcome of the convention, said: 


“The action of the delegates in con- 
vention today in accepting an advance 
of 10 per cent, providing they receive as- 
Surances that the advance will continue 
in force until April lst next year, demon- 
strates that the miners are considerate 
of the public interest involved, and are 
disposed to be conciliatory; and yet the 
mine owners refuse to join hands with 
the miners in bringing the strike to @ 
close. The responsibility for the suffer- 
ifig that will entail on the poor in the 
large eastern cities will rest entirely 
with the operators. The operators have 
now an opportunity to prove that 
proposition offered by them was made in 
good faith. If they are willing to pay 10 
per cent advance they certainly ought to 
continue to pay for six months. The 
mine workers will all remain on strike 
until they are officially notified by the 
officers of the union that the strike is 
declared at an end. There will be no ex- 
ception to this rule. 

“I cannot understand any good reason 
why the operators should not accept the 
conditions named in the miners’ resolu- 
tions. I, of course, hope that there will 
be a speedy termination of this contest,

GAVE ROOSEVELT A CHILL; — 


KENTUCKY CHEERS BRYAN 


Louisville, Ky., October 13.—Louisville 
tonight gave Governor Roosevelt an en-- 
thusiastic reception, the programme con- 
cluding with a crowded meeting at the 
Auditorium. This was in contradistinction 
to the greeting offered at Dlizabethtown, 
the last stop before the special reached 
this city. At that place the governor suf- 
fered the first indignity thrust upon him 
in the state. No sooner had the governor 
mounted the platform with General Buck- 
ner and other members of his party, than 
an attempt was made to break up the 
meeting. Small boys carried Bryan ban- 
ners in the outskirts of the crowd and 
empty coal wagons were driven at full 
speed through the square. The steam 
whistle on a mill close by was blown 
loudly and half a hundred mén or more 
shouted: “‘Hurrah for Bryan,’? when the 
governor began speaking. 

Despite the fact that he had a soreness 
of his throat, which had compelled him to 
shorten all hig earlier speeches during the 
day, the governor proceeded to make 
himself heard in spite of the nolse in the 


crowd. Above the shriek of the steam

THE COTTON SEED OIL MEN

At a Meeting Combine To Lower the 
Price of Seeds. 
Birmingham Age-Herald: The cotton 
seed oil mill operators of the state held a 
meeting in Birmingham ‘yesterday and 
agreed to adopt a uniform price to be 

paid for seed this fall and winter. 

The price of cotton seed was unusually 
high Jast winter and the mill operators 
claim that on that account they wWere 
unable to realize any profit on the oil and 
cotton seed meal made by their mills. 
The meeting yesterday was for the pur- 
pose of fixing a uniform price and to 
agree upon some plan by which that 
rrice can be maintained throughout the 
4tate. 

It is stated that every cotton seed oil 
mill in the state was represented, and 
that all agreed to the proposition to fix 
lower prices for this season. 

(ft was claimed that one or two mills in 
the state during the last season bought 
the seed in their vicinity, paying a higher 
price than the other mills were willing to 
pay, and the meetin@ yesterday was pri- 
marily to reach the operators of these 
mills. It is sald that one of the operators 
at first refused to enter into the agree- 
ment, but finally did so when given to 
understand that unless he did so the 
other operators would combine and buy 
up all the seedsin his section no matter 
what price they! had to pay to get it, and 
thus drive him out of business. 

During the last season cotton seed sold 
at from 20 to 25 cents per bushel, a price, 
the mill operators claim, they cannot pay 


‘and make a profit on their products,

Cotton Seed Combine. 

Birmingham Age-Herald: Cotton seed 
may be selling at a good round price, but 
it is not bringing in the open market more 
than it {s worth to crushers, for crushers 
are not crushing seed for the fun there is 
in it, or for health’s sake. They crush 
seed for profit, and if they do not see a 
profit or a reasonable prospect of it, they 
stay out of the market. A fair open mar- 
ket is all any one can ask for. 

But a fair open market is just what the 
oil mill men do not propose to suf@lit to. 
They propose to override such a market, 
by arbitrarily naming the price to be paid 
for seed this fall and winter. Cotton seed 
{is a bulky article, and will not bear even 
interstate transportation, and the mill 
owners belfeve they can control the price 
throughout the state. But this is a mis- 
take, for during the navigation season the 
farmers and merchants on the rivers, as 
well as those near the state lines, can 
ship to mills in other states. 

The entire scheme is very objectionable. 
It means that a mill combine will be 
formed each year against the farmers, 
and that the latter must accept whatever 
prices the former see fit to pay. This 
should be resisted to the uttermost. and 
it should be especially resisted at the out- 
set. ‘The Age-Herald urges every mer- 
chant and farmer to gel] his seed outside 
of the combine—that Is to say, every one 
who is situated so that he can do so. 
There are few merchants in the state 
who cannot find an open, fair market for 
seed elsewhere. Let the state mills suffer. 
They deserve to suffer a scarcity of seed 
because of the combine they have formed 
in the most arbitrary and highhanded 
trust manner. It is nothing but a hold- 
up, and a very serious one at that.

Placed on His Head. 


SOME CLAIM THAT HE IS SHAMMING 


Doctors, However, Say They Can’t 
Detect It—Believed Youtsey’s — 
Condition Is Serious. 


Georgetown, Ky., October 13.—While the 
Youtsey trial was continued ‘today till 
Monday, there seems little chance that it 
will be resumed then. If the prisoner is 
in as serious condition as most people be- 
lieve, he will still be in a stupor for many 
days. If, as the prosecution now cofitends, 
he is shamming, then, of course, he will 
still be the same Monday and continue so 
till too late to resume the trial. It seems 
practically certain that Youtsey is in an 
extremely serious condition and may nev- 
er recover. 

At the session of court Dr. Carrick 
testified, under oath, that Youtsey’s brain 
is partially paralyzed; that he could not 
talk or entertain ideas; that it was a 
case of mental breakdown or nervous 

prostration. The cqgmmonwealth cross 
questioned him on the idea that Youtsey 
was shamming and Dr. Carrick said that 
if he was, he as a physician could not 
detect it. 

Dr. J. A. Lewis, who has seen Youtsey 
several times since his collapse, said 
Youtsey was in a semi-conscious state and 
he could get no response to his questions, 
He said it might be several days before 
Youtsey would regain consciousness and 
i¢ he did regafn it and then be subjected 
to the excitement of the trial, it might 


‘bring on another attack. He said his phys- 


ical condition seemed normal except his 
pulse was ninety, his eyes crossed with 
the pupils contracted slightly, 

Dr. D. B. Knox, who had examined 
Youtsey oftener than Dr. Lewis, corrob- 
orated Lewis and Carrick. George Robin- 
son, Wallace Harper, J. W. Penn and Bud 
Brannock, the guards who attended Yout- 
sey, all stated that the prisoner seemed to 
be in a stupor, bu¢ would occasionally get 
out of bed without assistance, though his 
eyes were closed all the time, Harper 
said the patient objected to having the 
hot water bags placed on his head and 
once shouted loudly: 

‘Go away, gO away.” 

Judge Cantrill, deciding to continue the 
case till Monday, said Youtsey had not 
had a fair chance to recover as there had 
been too much noijge and confusion in his 
room and directed the doctors to keep 
evetybody out of the room except the 
nurses and. guard.

When the gates of the fair grounds

| ing thousands had started homeward the 


most successful first half week of any 
fair ever held in At.anta was chronicled. 
The entire week was marked with en- 
thusiasm and yesterday served as a fit- 
ting climax, when the noise, excitement 
and interest were unbounded. 

To begin, the weather Ss as appropri- 
ate and as satisfactory as if it had been 
made to order. The early morning looked 
threatening, but before noon the clouds 
broke and the sun beamed genially 
through the Indian summer haze. The 
severe lines of the fair buildings were 


softened and blurred in the mellow light. 
The grounds never looked prettier.

The fight began when Major Barker’s 
advance pushing across the green car- 
peted paddock attacked the Horse Guard, 
who were lying prone on the ground 
waiting. After a few pitiful volleys the 
cavalrymen retired surlily and deliberate- 
ly, brushing the dirt and grass from the 
knees of their riding breeches. As Major 
Barker’s men continued to advance by 
company rushes the action quickly be- 
came general. The tearing rattle of the 
rifle fire was punctuated at short inter- 
vals by the crashing roar of the artillery 
guns. 

When Barker had advanced to @ point 
where only the width of the race track 
separated the two forces, Colonel Wood- 
ward ordered a general advance. His men 
went in like good ones; they poured down 
the terraces and over the fences and 
across the track. The firing redoubled.

The Event Which Takes Place Next 
December Will Prove One of the 
Gayest of the Season. 


A fair of larger propcrtions than any 
similar undertaking Atlanta has ever 
had will be given by the Masons of At- 
larta next December. Arrangements are 
now well under way for the event and 
the Masons expect to realize between 
$10,000 and $15,000 from it. 

The proceeds of the fair are to be placed 
with the Masonic Temple fund and de- 
voted to the erection of the atructure 
which the Masons of Atlanta have been 
anxious to build for several years. It ts 
believed that the money obtained from 
the fair, with that already on hand, will 
make an amount that can be used in 
starting the building. 

Noble F. Martin, of Utica, N. Y., will 
be In charge of the fair. He will arrive 
ir Atlanta next Wednesday and will at 
once establish headquarters at one of 
the hotels, where he will actively carry 
on arrangements. Mr. Martin makes a 
business of managing Masonic fairs. He 
has handled more entertainments of that 
kind than any other one man in the coun- 
try and is said by those who know him to 
be an expert in the business 

Several months ago he held a fair for 
the Masons of Savannah, at which about 
$9,000 was raised, and last night the Ma- 
sonic fair of Chattanooga closed, with the 
prospects of having cleared about $8,000. 

Mason To Build Fair Hall. 

A committse has been endeavoring for 
several days to find a suitable building 
in which to hold the fair, but the search 
has been in vain. Nearly every building 
in Atlanta, they find, is rented and none 
of the halls offered them was large 
encvgh for their purpose. It is therefore 
the intention to rent a large vacant lot 
as near the center of the city as is possi- 
ple. Upon this will be erected a tempo- 
rary structure, where every facility for 
holding the fair will be placed. 

All of the local lodges will have booths 
and the members of the various lodges 
will vie witk each other in a spirit of 
friendly rivalry to turn over the largest 
amount of money to ti@ fair committee. 

In addition to the boths there will be a 
hall for dancing, which may be converted 
i:to a concert hall, and in another por- 
tion of the building will be a restaurant. 
The Masons expect to give the most com- 
plete fair that Atlanta has ever Known. 

The fair is to begin on the first Mon- 
day of December, which is the 3d of the 
mcnth, and will continue for two weeks. 
The movement for the fair started last 
spring, directly after $10,000 had been 
raised by subscription among the Masons, 
but it was decided that the best time for 
holding the entertainment would be in 
the fail of the year, and therefore it was 
postponed.

The Plan of Walter Brown. 

Mr. Brown, in speaking of his plan for | 
the driveway, Salu: 

“Of course, my object in going before | 
the street committee was to urge that 
body to have South Pryor street perma- | 
nently repaired. The street car tracks 
have torn up the bricks and made the 
street dangerous to life and unpleasant 
to drive over. 

“T could not refrain 
the committee, while presenting my argu- 
ments, that South Prvor street will form | 
an important link in the proposed drive- 
way to Grant park. Having once men- 
tioned the matter 1 proceeded to unbur- 
den my mind and tell the councilmen 
what were my ideas. 

“I propose consulting with Major Mims 
upon the matter, as it was he who first | 
suggested the driveway. I know he will | 
agree with me that my plan is perfectly 
feasible, and I am confident’ he. will co- 
operate in securing it. Now, in looking 
for a starting point for the proposed 
driveway to Grant park, we naturally 
first think of Brookwood, because it is 
on the north side of the city, because the 
road leading to it is already a splendid 
driveway, and because from Brookwood 
to the Aragon hotel we have splendid 
paving. 

“After we have secured the Whitehall | 
street viaduct it would be perfectly feas- | 
ible to extend the good paving, either as- | 
phalt or vitritied bricks down Peachtree 
street from the Aragon to the railroad. 
After crossing the viaduct the bricks or 
asphalt, which ever is thought best, could 
be continued out Whitehall as far as 
Mitchell street. At the latter point the 
grade is gradual, and it would be entire- | 
ly feasible to connect there with the 
vitrified bricks on South Pryor street. 

“By the time we have proceeded that 
far the paving from Garnett street to 
Georgia avente on South Pryor street 
will have the groove rails in. place. 

‘‘My idea is to take up the rubble stones 
on South Pryor street from Georgia aven- 
ue to Atlanta avenue, and extend the 
brick pavement to that point. 
avenue is a wide thoroughfare, and could 
be brought to a grade and laid with 
chert at a comparatively small expense. 
This avenue .leads directly to Fort Walk- 
er, in Grant park, and 
South Boulevard, which 
tially graded. 

“I believe the chert should be continued 
right through the park, past Fort Walk- 
er and into South Boulevard.

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Southern Cotton Mill Growth. 

Turning aside from politics our eS- 
teemed contemporary, The New York 
Mail and Express, in one of its recent 
issues observantly calls attention to 
the progress which the south has made 
of late years in the manufacture of 
cotton and incidentally points out some 
of the advantages which the south pos- 
sesses over New England in this de- 
partment of enterprise. Says The Mail 
and Express: 

Notwithstanding the falling off in the 
export of the coarser and cheaper cotton 
fabrics on account of the interruption of 
trade with China, there 35 evidence of 2 
continued increase of cotton mills in the 
south. Reports for the month of Sep- 
tember show. that six new factories, five 
in Georgia and one in North Carolina, 
were on the point of completion. They 


represent an investment~ of $735,000 and 
contain a total of 29,000 spindles and S6t 
looms. Besides these, eleven other mills 
are projected and under way, 


which will 
cost over $1,000,000 and have a capacity 
of 53,000 spindles. 

This is part of a growth that has been 
continuous in recent vears. During the 
cotton year 1898-9, ending with Septem- 
ber, northern cotton mills used 2,247,092 
bales of material and those of the south 
1.400.026 bales. while in the year just 
closed the northern consumption Was 
2.192.671 bales and the southern 1,599,917. 
The former show a decrease of 54,421 
bales and the latter an increase of 
199,921. 


The advantages of the south for cottoa 
manufacturing have been many times set 
forth, and are, in fact, rather obvious- 
unused water power, contiguity to the 
raw material and consequent low cost of 
transportation, cheap labor, and a homé 
market formerly supplied from the north. 
These conditions insure ae continued 
growth of the industry in the production 
of the lower grade of goods, put the peo- 
ple there are beginning to learn how to 
produce some of the finer grades. There 
are spinning mills at Chattanooga which 
are using Egyptian cotton for fine yarns. 

The present advantage of the New Enxz- 
land nills lies chiefly in the production of 
the finer goods and print cloths and the 
greater facility for export from eastern 


| ports, though they still have control of a 
| larger domestic 


market. There is likely 
to be a growing rivalry in the south in all 
branches of the cotton industry, for it has 
a permanent advantage in growing the 
while capital and skill are 
easily transferred. 

Much of the progress which The Mail 
and Express above points out has been 
achieved in spite of adverse conditions, 
but this fact only emphasizes the su- 


perior claims which the south holds 


out as the logical center of the cotton

| EX-GOVERNOR BULLOCK 


ON COL. LAWTON’S LETTER 


New York Sun, October 12th: To the Edi- 
tor of The Sun—Sir: The communication of 
Colonel Alexander R. Lawton, of Savannah, 
with your editorial comment thereon, has at- 
tracted wide attention and republication in 
the press of our state. 

For Colonel Lawton I have great esteem, 
both on account of his own high 
and marked ability and because of my re- 
gard for his distinguished father, now dead, 


who was my immediate superior officer in the 


confederate service, No purer citizen or braver 
soldier that General A. R. Lawton ever lived. 

Colonel Lawton gives five conclusive reasons 
why he and other patriotic Georgians will vote 
for the re-election of President McKinley. In 
his sixth he says: ‘‘We are hopeful that Mr. 
McKinley has seem his former errors and will 
treat our southern people fairly and broaQy, 
and carefully refrain from humiliating them.”’ 

The text of Colonel Lawton’s communication 
makes it plain that in his opinion of the pres- 
ident’s appointment of colored men to federal 
offices in this state constitutes the ‘former 
error,’’ and that a repetition of such appoint- 
ment will “‘thumiliate’ us, Now, I am pre 
pared to maintain that in the president's ap- 
pointments for Georgia he has treated our peo- 
ple ‘‘fairly and broadly.’’ In a political sense 
all American citizeng resident in Georgia are 
“our people,” and to permit prejudice of race 
or color to control appointments would render 


the president’s action manifestly unfair and 
narrow. 


It is within my personal knowledge that the 
desire, as to home affairs, nearest the preasi- 
dent’s heart is the unification of the people in 
the sections that were at war with each other. 
It must be admitted that his official appoint- 
ments generally have given the highest evidence 
of this desire on his part. Consider Lee and 
Wheeler and other confederate leaders now 
holding his commission. Remember the hosts 
of our southern sons, Colonel Lawton among 
them, received into the armies of the United 
States. All the officers of the recent census 
in Georgia were appointed by the president on 
the recommendation of our congressmen, all of 
whom are democrats. How could a republican 
be more liberal than President McKinley? 

The member for Georgia of the national re- 
publican committee selectea in 1896 was Jud- 
son Lyons, of Augusta. He is a worthy, edu- 
cated colored man, raised in that city, and a 
lawyer by profession. He is respected by the 
members of the bar and by his fellow citizens. 
No word has ever been said against his char- 
acter or ability. He was recommended by his 
oe organization for postmaster at Augusta. 
perform the duties of that office; 
to the protests made by 
that city on the color line, 
pointed Lyons to the higher 
of the treasury at Washington. 
refused to disbar Lyons because of his color, 
but avoided the excitement which his appoint- 
ment at Augusta might have engendered. Did 
this action of the president ‘‘humiliate’’ our 
southern le? 

_ he right of a colored_man to hold office in 
Georgia is not a new question with us. 
legislature of 1868, during my administration, 
by the solid vote of the reactionists—the demo- 
crats—assisted by a few republicans who sought 
to popularize their party and themselves by 
yielding to the color prejudice, decided that a 
negro had no right to hold office in Georgia and 
expelled the few colored members, sav¥Ve one 
Who had more than three-quarters white blood. 
He was socially a negro and had been a slave. 
hese expelled colored Members were subse- 
quently reseated, and colored members have oc- 
cupid seats in nearly every Georgia legislature 
since. Two counties are now represented py 
negroes, who were chosen to the legislature at 
the general state election held on the 3d in- 
stant. 

It is an interesting fact that among the negro 
members expelled from the legislature in 1868 
was Henry M. Turner, of Bibb county. He fs 
now Bishop Turner, of the African church, and 
an ardent supporter of Mr. -Bryan because, as 
the bishop alleges, President McKinley has 
ignored the negro. 

The appointments which Colonel Lawton con- 
demns are collector of customs at Savannah 
and collector of internal revenue here. Those 
appointees are educated men of excellent per- 
sonal character, whose reputation in our cities, 
where their lives have been spent, is not as- 
sailed. The performance by them of their of- 
ficial duties is recognizedly equal to that of 
any of their predecessors in the same places. 
They were regularly recommended to the pres- 
ident by the republican party organization. 
Their fitness and capacity were ully certified 
to and the only reasen for the president to re- 
fuss the appointment would be the unfair and 
harrow one of color prejudice. 

I fully realize in my own feelings the strong 
and controlling force of that prejudice, but it Is 
one of the higher evidences of our own eman- 
cipation when we can lift ourselves above it, 
and, complying with our confederate parole, 
“obey the laws in force where we reside.’’ 

Colonel Lawton very truly says he has never 
found any southerner who was afraid of ‘‘so- 
cial equality’’ with negroes. No man who ever 
bore the patriarchial relation of master to 
slave has been disturbed by that whimsey; and 
there is not the remotest danger of negro domi- 
nation in this state. In our last legislature, 
practically a solid democratic body, only three 
votes could be obtained to make the experi- 
ment of negro disfranchisement under the South 
So the bugaboo of negro domi- 
nation is exploded. 

How unfair, then, it Is to demand of a re- 
publican president that he shall refuse to ap- 
point a colored man to office in Georgia? ow 
Silly it is to cry danger to white supremacy 
because of such appointments. If a public ser- 
vant is worthy and competent, where can we 
find danger to our race from the color of his 
skin? Wherein are we whom he serves ‘“‘hu- 
miliated ?’’ 

When President McKinley is re-elected, can 
he treat our people more ‘‘fairly and broadly’’ 
than he has done? I heartily commend and am 
prepared to defend the president’s appoint- 
ment of colored men to those important offices 
in this state. 
publican administration has the courage of its 
convictions, and will consider recommendations 
for appointment upon the facts and not upon 
race prejudice, 

lt satisfies the just aspiration of colored men 
of education and established good reputation in 
the communities where they have been raised 
to be recognized as American citizens, and in 
addition has made of them more controlling 
and more conservative leaders of their race in 
party organization. To the wise counsel of 
this class of colored citizens it is due that no 
effort is made to control our local affairs in 
the elections, and that those of their race who 
have qualified as voters generally cast their 
ballots for the candidates selected by the white 
primaries for state and local offices. For the 
game reasons gentlemen like Colonel Lawton 
now have presented for their votes electors 
for McKinley and Roosevelt, who are white 
men of the very highest. character and po- 
sition in our state, men who are superior to 
the present or any set of dethocratio electors 
ever named in Georgia” 

In our state and local elections we shall con- 
tinue to see that-our home interests are pro- 
tected and preserved. On national issues we 
will divide according to our individual jude- 
ment of our material interests, independent of 
ancient sentiment or present prejudice. This is 
shown in the case of Colonel Lawton and thous- 
ands of other patriotic Georgians, who are 
becoming emancipated from the control of sen- 
timentalism and hysteria of negro domina- 
tion.

Mrs, Felton Gives Inter- 
esting History of Reforma- 


tory Movement in Georgia 

Near Cartersville, Ga., October 10, 1900.~— 
I am in receipt today of your telegram 
asking for my views upon a juvenile re- 
formatory, for publication in The Con- 
stitution, 

You call attention to the fact that I 
was the first woman in Georgia to sug- 
gest the reformatory, giving my active 
interest and support to this movement 
rany years ago; therefore, my views are 
requested for this and other reasons. 

Thanking you for your ‘kind words, 
and appreciating as I do the necessity 
for reformatory efforts among our crim- 
inal classes, I will mention the fact that 
the subject was agitated nearly twenty 
years ago, in connection with the then 
existing convict lease of the state, and 
the necessity for reformatory efforts was 
plainly stated; but the way was blocked 
by the cry of economy, as the state had 
no prison walis, and the entire force of 
convicts was leased for a stated sum, 
which amount of hire could not be in- 
creased or altered for a long term of 
years yet to run before the lease con- 
tract would expire. 

In the spring of 1886 I carefully looked 
over the field to discover, if possible, 
some body of philanthropic women who 
would adopt this réformatory idea or 
plan, an@ pledge themselves to its pur- 
suits or adoption without fear or favor 
of the “powers that be.’’

Arrest of 
thought is the first step in all reforms. 
When people can be taught to think, 
half the struggle is over and done with. 
It is stagnation which makes decay. It 
seems nieessary that reformers should 
be rudely criticised to chow the world 
the sort of stuff martyrs are made of, 
and when I glance over my scrapbook 
and see the rough places my feet passed 
over in defending this reformatory sys- 
tem of juvenile criminals, I am forced to 
say it needs robust courage and unflinch- 
ing loyalty to a measure or principle to 
stand the storm of criticism and oppo- 
sition for years together, and still hold 
a steady front to intrenched antago- 
nicm.

dant of one of Georgia's first and 
foremost colwnial families. She is a niece 
of Colonel William L. Tillman, of Colum- 
bus, Ga., and is the great grand-daughter 
of Colonel Stephen fieard, who was 
prominent in the revolutionary war and 
who was one of Georgia’s first presidents 
of the executive counci!.

I was compelled to remain away to work 
to secure money to return. Having been 
unable to follow regular a systematic 
course at the university, circumstancés 
compelling me to be “in” and “out” all 
along during my connection there, it was 
difficult to define my powers. Regret- 
ting to leave the institution in the midst 
of my college courge, I studied three 
months at a night school in Chicago and 
six months at the New York Evening 
college. 

I have taught school several years in 
the counties of Upson, Pike and Monroe 
and feel that I have made many lasting 
friends among both white and colored 
people. Many rare favors have been 
shown me by the white people among 
whom I was reared and in turn I have 
always taken measures with them when 
they tended to bring about a high and 
peaceful consideration of the industrious, 
honest and frugal black man. 

It Was my privilege not only to vote for 
Governor Atkinson, but to stump Mon- 
roe, Pike and Upson counties to help se- 
cure his election, and I am satisfied that 
lt was one of the greatest privileges of 
my life to heip in my humble way to se- 
cure the election of him through whom 
the negroes of the state of Georgia se- 
cured so much consideration and justice. 

Since my connection with the Fort Val- 
ley High and Industrial schoo! it has also 
been my pleasure and pride to represent 
the southern people in the east and in 
the north, speaking only of those things 
and conditions of the south that can best 
be remedied by the united and concerted 
action of a Christian north and a Chris- 
tian south—the white and black men of 
the north, the white and black men of 
the south. I have been the last man to 
magnify the wrongs perpetrated upon the 
negro and to minimize the good deeds 
shown him by the southern white man. I 
have presented the cause of the south to 
thousands of northern people and have 
secured money to help educate the negro. 
During the summer of this year I secured 
$7,000 from one lady in Philadelphia for 
our work at Fort Valley. During my 
three years’ campaign in the north I have 
met many southern people who indorsed 
my sentiments and regarded me as a 
man representing a work that ought to 
have the indorsement of the southern 
press. 

I belleve that the business and indus- 
trial development of the negro race is the 
whole solution of the problem. There are 
too many idle negroes in cities that ought 
to be engaged in some honorable pursuit 
of life. They should be taught tndepen- 
dence, industry and self-reliance. They 
should plant themselves in the soi] and 
become the owners of property. They 
Should establish and support business en- 
terprises among themselves and put 
themselves on record an {ndustrious, 
economical and busimess people. Few 
negro parents can hand these things down 
to their children. The schools must do 
the work. It is the duty of the white 
man north and the white man south to 
help support these schools. Education, 
industrial education, if you will, in its 
tinal analysis will in time lift up the 
negro as it has lifted up the white man. 
While millions of dollars are being spent 
annually in the mfsionary flelds of 
China, Japan and India, I appeal to the 
American people to consider the 8,000,000 
poor people at their very doors—8,000,000 
negroes who have served the white people 
as best they knew, who readily accept the 
Christian religion and who honor the 
American flag. We need more schools in 
Georgia; we need better schools in Geor- 
gia. We must have more help in Geor- 
gia. Better Georgia than India. Better 
education than war.

Sir Edwin Arnold, writing in The 
Youth’s Companion on “How to Under- 
stand China,” speaks of missionaries as 
fo:lows: 

“I am by no means one of those who 
have been inclined to lay any part of the 
blame for recent troubles in China upon 
the heads of the missionaries. On the 
contrary, I admire and reverence those 
devoted men and women—many of whom 
I know are Americans—and I regard them 
as taking to China precisely the com- 
modities of which she stands most in 
need, namely, a spiritual religion and a 
morality based on the fear of God and 
the love of man. That their zeal and 
self-abnegation have sometimes been the 
source of inconvenience to diplomatists, 
and of trouble to taotals, is unfortunate- 
ly too well known to be disputed; and in 
China, above all, it is necessary that the 
most ardent evangelism should be tem- 
pered with wisdom and prudence. 

“But what right could the civilized 
world insist upon with more justification 
than the clear and plain right for her 
representatives to speak the truth as 
they see it and know it, peacefully and 
sincerely, in the ears of such ag are will- 
ing to listen to it? If Europe be ashamed 
to demand that right, to maintain it, to 
protect the pacific emissaries of it, and to 
regard any wrong done to them as done 
to the ambassadors of a higher power 
than any now insulted at Pekin, then 
Europe would deserve to be humiliated 
and embarrassed. In vain would her en- 
voys have got rid of the shameful old 
customs of the ‘kotow,’ and the grovel- 
ing approach of gilded plenipotentiaries 
to the dragon throne, if they now failed 
to regard the slaying of missionaries, and 
did not Insist, in the present hour, that 
ample guarantees should be given by the 
Chinese government against similar vio- 
lence in the ftuure.”’ 


President Arthur T. Hadley, of Yale, in 
his annual address of welcome to the 
young students just entering the institu- 
tion gave some advice.which should be 
read by college students in general. Sald 
he. 

“Perhaps the most distinctive feature of 
Yale life {gs its character as a place for 
collective activity. In the classroom or 
on the athletic field, in journalism or in 
re‘igious effort men work not in {solated 
units, but side by side li co-operation and 
competition, The whole tone of Yale 
sentiment demands that you shal] take 
part in college life. That is Yale democ- 
racy. It avails Httle to point out the 
existing abuses of athletics. It avails 
less to withdraw from participation. In 
these things which are highly valued, 
like athletics, we must show the impor- 
tance of honorable use of power. A seri- 
ous ground for criticism of college life is 
to be found tn the false standards of hon- 
or which are tolerated by students of 
many institutions, who, in their action in 
dealing with their studies, practice and 
connive at things in violation of those 
principles of truthfulness: which every 
gentleman and Christian recognizes as 
binding. Our fathers have held to the 
truth and have laid the lesson to heart 
that the main purpose of life is the exer- 
tion of one’s powers. In rude communil- 
ties, with little wealth and few oppor- 
tunities for pleasure, {t is easy to main- 
tain that precept. Every one is compelled 
to work in order to live. But @s wealth 
increases and opportunities for leisurely 
enjoyment increase there is an ever-grow- 
ing danger that man will put enjoyment 
rather than service as the chief privilege 
which distinguishes the man above his 
fellows. Not that the rich men at Yale 
have habitually looked at things in this 
way; on the contrary, the men who have 
inherited the most wealth have often 
been the very hardest workers for others 
and most zealous for their college. As 
matters stand at the present day there is 
danger that we shal] gradually tolerate 
the formaion of privileged classes, with 
ends separated from if not antagonistic 
to the great body of men. See to it that 
Yale remains a place where men are val- 
ued as men, where they work for others 
and where truth and honor are upheld as 
the principles of Christian life, for they 
are the making of a free people.’’ 


More soldiers die from disease than 
are killed in battle and die of wounds. Of 
the 1,460,500 engaged in the Crimean war 
53.870 .were killed in battle, 66,000 died of 
wounds and 42,200 died of d'sease. Of the 
2 336,000 troops engaged in the civil war in 
America in 1861-65. only 44,240 were killed 
in battle, 34,006 died of wounds and 419,240 
died of disease. In the Spanish-American 
war, of the 274,717 troops enlisted, 293 were 
killed in battle, 1,577 were wounded and 
2619 d'ed from disease. Much the same 
proportion of death on the battie field 
and from disease is maintained in all 
wars, and one of the problems of war 
that should receive the most careful at- 
tention is that of preventing disease, for 
prevention is more important than cure. 
An important letter from Dr, Leigh Can- 
ney recently appeared in The London 
Standard on the prevention of epidemics 
in the field. Dr. Canney showed that 
hitherto attention has been Solely fixed 
on the question of ameliorating the con- 
dition of the sufferers, Whereas, !f pre- 
vention is possible, amelioration ts ob- 
vicusly of secondary importance. The 
doctor declares that the worst of the 
typhoid epidemics which affected the 
British troops in South Africa—that after 
Paardeberg—being a natural and expected 
result. “will have to be handed down in 
the annals of military medical literature 
as a byword for retribution for neglect 
of ganitary laws.”’ Typhoid, he «ontin- 
ues, can be prevented wholly, and dysen- 
tery largely, by filtration or bolling of all 
water used for drinking purpuses. he 
equipment necessary for applying these 
methods to the exigencies of an army in 
the field is very large. An army of 530,000 
men, he says, would require WO combined 
heaters and stoves, weighing about twen- 
ty-two tons and occupying 300 feet cubic 
space, plus the weight of 1) gallons of 
petroleum and twenty gallons of spirits 
used daily as fuel. But he contends that 
it would render the transport of vast 
typhoid and dysentery hospitals unneces- 
sary, and vastly reduce the hospital 
equipment to be transported. 

Dr. Canney’s suggestions have attrac- 
ed attention in England, and they are 
worthy of the notice of those responsibie 
for the health of American soldiers.

of the terrible event, without going into 
harrowing details. The first from 
Frank Spalding, who thirteen years 
old, and is now at Beaumont, Tex.. where 
his parents took refuge after the storm: 

‘Dear Grandma—I am all right, except 
for a few cuts on my feet. We got up 
Saturday morning and looked out in the 
Street and saw a sniall pool of water in 
front of our house. Papa said he thought 
we were going to have an overflow. So 
we went out to the beach to see the 
sights. When we got out there the gulf 
was just coming in as fast as it could, 
bringing logs and pieces of wood with it, 
and the kids.would go out and gather up 
the wood for firewood. Well, one time a 
kid jumped into the water for a plank 
and the water was over his waist, and 
you bet he got out of there quick. I for- 
got to say there were a few boys along 
with us. Well, we couldn't get by on the 
beach( so we had to ZO to Fremont street 
to get to the beach, And when we got 
there we saw all the stores on the beach 
going to pieces, and in one place there 
was a box of taffy candy, and you bet the 
boys pocketed it. The Pagoda was being 
washed away when we saw it. We got 
home about 11 o'clock and papa telephon- 
ed mamma to come down to the store, so 
mamma said she would come. Well, when 
we had finished ‘ating our dinner mamma 
telephoned for a hack, but they would 
not send any, and after a hard time 
mamma managed to get into a cart and 
we were brought to the Washington ho- 
tel. The water then was up to the hub 
of the cart. It was real funny to see 
men coming down Tremont street on rafts 
and in boats: At 6 o'clock the water was 
over a man’s head and houses were fall- 
ing all around us. And about that time 
the wind was blowing 100 miles an hour 
and the windgauge broke and they coldn’t 
tell how many more miles it blew, but 
they know it blew Over 120 miles. 

“Papa’s drayman went home to his 
children and was drowned. We sat up all 
night and did not fo to our room. About 
9 or 10 o’clock the water began going 
down and about 3 o'clock in the morning 
Was all out of the Washington hotel. On 
Sunday morning we rose and found pieces 
of the stores all around us. When we 
had eaten our breakfast we went home 
and found pieces of the houses all around 
us. I'll write the rest of my experiences 
s00n and send them up there. Goodby.

His brother Theo writes thus: 

“Dear Grandpa and Grandma—I will lie 
down and write you a few lines, for I 
am on the floor, about the terrible disas- 
ter that happened to Galveston. Satur- 
day morning when we got up we saw 4% 
little stream of Gulf water in the gutter, 
which was about six inches wide. We 
looked further down the street and the 
Water was in so far that nearly the whole 
Street was covered. That was about 8 
o'clock. At 10 o'clock Frank and I went 
out to the beach to see the fury of the 
waves, little thinking what was to come. 
The water was gradually rising and turn- 
ing everything into wreckage. On our 
way home we came to one street where 
the water was up to our waists. That 
Was about 12 o'clock. Of course, we 
thought it great fun. At 1 o'clock papa 
"phoned us and asked us the condition of 
the water and we told him it was con- 
tinually rising. He told us to get a hack 
and come to the hotel, as the water was 
then coming over the wharf. Well, moth- 
er wasn't at all worried until sfie found 
she couldn't get a hack for love or money. 
Then it was that papa came to the 
cue by bringing up his drayman 
him. When we €60t into the cart 
found that the water came up to 
bed of the cart, which was three feet 
from tine ground.
